There’s nothing on earth to hinder me from gaining my 
desires if my people hav e gu mption enou gh to take adv antage of 
opportu nities.

Well, it’s open only two nights, I thou ght, 
and if there is ev er a time it shou ld !>e open, it's at night.

Plans for 
the conference may be changed at any 
minu te, and for that reason at all 
costs advance news of what Mr. Lind 
has to commu nicate mu st be su p­ 
pressed.

At Beau lieu not even a su ggestion of 
the most meager detail is allowed to 
escape.

to by the fédérais with cannon and 
rifle fire. 
The rebel fire was well directed and 
from the American side seemed to be 
exploding directly over many of the 
federal fortifications. 
In retu rn the 
fédérais several times drove the rebel 
gu nners back from their pieces, bu t 
the accu rate shots were not fréqu ent 
enou gh to prevent the rebel artillery 
regaining 
their pieces and 
pu tting 
them into operation again. 
Du ring the fighting some of the reb­ 
els work ed their way 
close to the 
American border and they shou ted to 
the American officers that they soon 
wou ld be in possession of Ojinaga. 
They seemed gradu ally to be gaining 
grou nd. 
D eserters from the fédérais at Ojin­ 
aga say the money sent to Ojinaga two 
week s ago to pay off the soldiers was 
only enou gh to pay part of them a 
small su m, and hu ndreds of them did 
not get a cent. 
In speak ing of the 
battle Monday they say there mu st 
have been 200 or 300 k illed on the fed­ 
eral side, and those who were w ou nded 
so badly that they were u nable to get 
away by themselves were left on the 
field. 
The desbrters state that there 
have been many desertions and that 
there will be many more if they get 
a chance. 
Wou nded fédérais and rebels frojn 
the batile may be sent to El Paso on 
special trains and cared for by the El 
Paso branch of the American Red 
Cross, if the nu mber of wou nded is too 
large to be cared for properly in Ojin­ 
aga or Presidio. 
C. J. O’Conner, na­ 
tional representative of the American 
Red Cross at Presidio, is preparing to 
care for from 300 to 1,000 wou nded. 


Washington, Jan. 1.—Police in many 
cities have been wired to k eep a sharp 
look ou t for Sidney B. Harrison and 
Alice E. Malone, who are charged with 
the embezzlement of $32,000 from the 
brok erage firm of N. L. Carpenter &

Representativ e Robert J . Bulkley of 
Ohio, a member of the house banking 
and currency committee, sa y s the new 
sy stem will work out better for the 
country banks. According to Mr. Bulk- 
Icy , the country banks’ old reserv es 
will pay the new and leav e a surplus 
of $40.090,000. 
He sa y s that in three y ea rs-thirty - 
six months a fter the new act is in 
effect—the federal .reserv e banks will 
hav e in total a ssets, cash $450,215,000 
and loans $171.550,000. 
At that time, asserts Bulkley , their 
capital would be.$53,445,000, and their 
deposits $508.320.000, totaling the same 
as the a ssets of course. 
This is a s­ 
suming that $140.000.000 in gov ern­ 
ment deposits will be withdrawn from 
the United States treasury and be de­ 
posited in the banks. 
Mr. Bulkiey has endeav ored to ex ­ 
plain how the new currency law will 
work out without disturbing business. 
All the changes lie works out in de­ 
tail. 
He figures the withdrawals from 
the country banks at $270,451.000 and 
the release of the reserv e city banks at 
$109,745.000. 
IIis totals of pay ments 
-made show cash $80.209.(500. from re­ 
serv e a gents $1(59.745.000 and redis­ 
counts $44.810.000. a grand total of 
pay ments of $300,770.000. 
Mr. Bulkley sa y s that the central re­ 
serv e city banks would pay to the new 
federal 
reserv e 
banks 
$259,968,000 
cash, and would then probably hav e 
to rediscount to the ex tent of $126.740.- 
000, making a total pay ment which 
they would ha v e .to make of $386,703,- 
300. 
All this he holds, would in the 
thirty -six 
months 
be

without any tightening of credits or 
listurbunee of business.

Washington, Jan. 1.—Officials of the 
department of justice deprecate certain 
statements published in the last few 
days in regard to the policy of prevent­ 
ing anti-trust litigation through agree­ 
ments outside of courts which was 
brought conspicuously to the atten­ 
tion of the public when the telephone 
company agreement was announced. 
A report which occasioned especial 
dissatisfaction was to the effect that 
no similar agreements were in process 
of negotiation. 
As a matter of fact, it is known that 
negotiations 
with

government 
looking toward the adjustment of al­ 
leged defects in their organization and 
operation have been undertaken re­ 
cently by at least four big corpora­ 
tions against which there are suits 
pending in the federal courts. 
These 
are the National Cash Register com­ 
pany, the American Thread company, 
the American Bill Posters’ association 
and the American Sugar Refining com­ 
pany. 
In addition the United Shoe Machin­ 
ery company, through its legal repre­ 
sentatives, held a series 
of confer­ 
ences with officials of the department 
of justice several weeks ago with the 
same end in view'. 
Later this corpor­ 
ation decided to proceed with the tak­ 
ing of testimony in its defense before 
the United sta tes district court.
